All tho members of the City Council 
were present at the usual weekly meeting 
last night with the exception of Aid, 
VlgeUuB. 

A oomDnnnioation was reoeived from the 
Provincial Secretary's office asking for in 
formation regarding the Old Men's Home 
for forwarding to Ottawa to be incorporated 
In tho Canadian statistical year book, Tho 
caretaker of the homo will furnish the in- 
formation. 

The Provincial Departmei|t of Agriculture 
directed attention to the ftiot that several 
cattle Buifering with tuberculosis had been 
destroyed in the vicinity of tho city, and to 
the extreme danger of using milk from cattle 
BO affooted. The department therefore 
thought it wisa to warn the councll,'ao 
that measures might be taken for the 
proper conservation of the public health. 

Ald Munn thought the matter should be 
referred to the provincial inspector, as most 
of the milk ranches wore outside the city 
limits. Ho moved that a copy of the oom- 
munioation bo sent to the provincial In- 
spector and one also to the city health 
officer. Carried. 

The Sewerage Commistioners wrotfa as fol- 
lows :

Gu^"TLI■:ME^^ :— I am directed to acknowledge 
the receipt ot your letter dated 29thult..in 
reference te tho queBtion of iho oxtonaion of 
the Douglas atreec sower to the grounds of tho 
North \Vard school, and enclosing copy of roao- 
lution paaded by the council in reference Ihoro- 
tff.JJs follows : 

' That until anch time as tho cotinoil shall ro- 
ooivo from tha Sewerage Comirisslonors a re- 
quest that the work bo performed by day labor 
instead of by contract, tho council refriin from 
ordering ihai, it bo done by day labor." 

The commlsslonerB have doomed it their duty 
to conaldor very carefully tho question of tho 
principln involved in tho above resolution, viz : 
the rolativo cost ot work performed by contract 
and that under a foreman directed by tho City 
Knginoer. Tbe former system has boon 
adopted for obvious reasons in tho great 
majority of public works, both provincial 
and itiuniolpal. Up to I8U1 tho latter system 
chlclly prevailed in tho Province. From that 
date 10 1871) both Bystems wore in vogue. In 
the 1 ittor year a return was prepared by tho 
burvej'or-Gcncnil, showing relative cost of 
woik under each syst em, and for a short time 
and in consequence of tho ro'ults shown in this 
return both aysteniS provailed. Tho legislature 
then determined that tho contract system 
should bo adopted. Tbruush the courtesy of 
Mr. Gore, Deputy CommlsKlonor of Iitnds and 
Works,' Che commissioners are en -.bled.to sab- 
mlt for your laformatton' and ' consideration a 
statement taken from of&dal sources. Bhowlng 
the coat of roadmaking under e^ich of the ab^ve 
systems, which Is very valuable from the tax- 
pajor's point of viow.

Tho 
protlta to tho contractor aro tavcd. as well as 
the amount of lila personal ri iiuinorat Ion for 
suporvlalon, I'lc, Tho cost of two, lliroe or 
more foremen as at present, would be also 
saved. Tho only increased ooat might be that 
incldontal to men engaged on the works com- 
pcnsatlon tor Injury to auy ot them would hare 
to bo paid by the city . 

The analogy between rnad and sower con- 
struction Is very close, and Is quite wanting 
when ono comes to consider other public works, 
ex. gr. buildings, etc. 

The commlHSlonora have, tlieroforo, dotor- 
nilncd. In n icw or tho ii'.h dution ot tho council 
rcfortod to above, and of the faclb set forth in 
tho foregoing statement, baBcd on tho expendi- 
ture of a very largo amount of public money, and 
extending over a period of many years, to aatf 
g£8t to tho council that it la highly oxpodiout 
10 try a given portion of tho aowcrago work, 
lo bo indicated by them, under the systtm 
called day labor, with tho viow of determining 
the cost of same relatively to that of contract 
work. " . ■ 

Though the terms' of the by-law clearly 
imply tno construotion of tho sowers by con- 
tract tho commissioners aro of opinion that the 
oxperlniont should be mado In a reasonable 
way, of the diy labor system, becaueo If the 
result attained should bo anything like that in 
the casf of roadmaking, the ratepayers would 
bo benulliud, and the council and tho coniinlB. 
uloneis would have every reason to rejoice 
that tho oxperlment had boon made. Tho 
amount ot tlio loan etill unexpended and unap- 
propriated is not lees than $20,000. u portion uf 
wbfoh might bo devoted to this object.

Beblik, Oot, 13 — Count Botho za Rulen- 
barg, the Pruaaian ptemior, returned on 
tChuraday from his conferonco with tho Em- 
peror in Hubartusatook. Veatordiiy lio pre- 
sided over tlio firat plonnry Pruesiuu council 
lield ainoo the holidays. Finitnco Minister 
Miquel and Dr. Bosae returned from the 
country to bo present. 

The Fremiei aubmitted to tho MiolBtor a, 
draft of the bill to amend the Fruasiaa lawa 
rel&ting to aBaociationa. It is undoratcod 
that the bill does cot propose the rlgnroua 
ineaaurca which have been feared. \Vhile 
it may not auib tho Conservutivea in the 
reiohstBi^ it ia tho moat the Premier could 
obtain from the Emperor. The Froinier's 
propoaala were to extend exceptional laws 
over the whole provinoe of tho preaa, to sup- 
press the boycott, to broaden tho luw of coa- 
apiracy, and to rogulato semi-privato re- 
uniona held in public roflorta. He urged 
that such dpecinl Icgialatiou could ousily bo 
paaaod through thu lundtag and could be en- 
forced without ditiiculty in Prussia. 

Emperor William seems to have de- 
cided that a measure ia to bo laid before tho 
landtag and must correspond with that to 
be aubmitted to tho reiohatag. Tho lattor 
will bo limited to amending article 13 of tho 
penal code, which troata of incitements of 
clasa against class, and to refiulatiog the 
right to boycott. Tlie landtag measure will 
bo submitted somewhat In advanoe of the 
imperial bill. 

Emperor William unveiled in Frio- 
eaik, near Potsdam, today a monument to 
Frederick, the Firat Eloctorof Urandenburg. 
The procession was formed at the station 
and, led by the Emperor on horaeback and a 
small body of the guards, marobed to the 
square. The Emperor was anrrocodei by 
hts military honsahold as he took his place 
near the monument. The ceremony was 

Eetfornied amid the pealing of bells and the 
raying of military trnmpeti. Afterwards 
District Councillor Freiherr von Loebell 
banded the Emperor a goblet of Rhine wine. 
Before driakise It the Emperor said : 

"This cup I empty to the welfare of 
Brondeobnrg. 'I hope as lone; as God ehall 
bestow on me life and power, aa long as the 
hoase of HobenzoUern shall stand fast, there 
never will be any look of the Branden- 
burgers' traditional faithfulnoaa in time of 
need and when the margrave shall call." 

The Bismarck press ia nagging at tho gov- 
ernment with its aocuatonied peraiatoaco. 
Maximilian Harden'a /iukunfi voices the 
Conaervativo and Bismurokian discontent 
over tho reported niildneaa of repressive 
measures against the revolutionists. In its 
last number Count Von Yoonsbrock dovotea 
a long article to the argument thab tho 
social democracy and German empire are 
irreconcilablo. The social democratic 
leaders, be recalls, have often avowed 
openly the desiro to overthrow the existing 
social aystem whose apex is the empire. If 
they should triumph the empire would 
vanish. 

"It ia a battle of life and death," hosaya, 
" in which mild treatment! of the empire's 
enemies is the height of folly. The best 
means of securing the victory for the exist- 
ing system is to disqualify the several 
democrats who exercise any politioal righis. 
It would be simply justice to wipe them out 
in this manner, because they do not possess 
the qualiGc:ition8 prescrlbod under the spirit 
of the conatitaiion. Persons leagued to de- 
stroy the empire and its institutions should 
not be recognized as imperial snbjeots. 
They onght not to vote nor i>e voted for. 
They shoold be denied the ezeroisa of any 
political rights whatever" Ihia' explicit 
avowal of old Tory principles has excited 
'mn'obsatrical comment among the radical 
and social democratic editors. 

The Hamburg police have arrested a shoe- 
maker named John, of Altoona.

Specimuns and conoen- 
trato asniiyy from thia property run up ue 
high aa 7J per cent, copper. It ia at pres- 
ent, and will bo for Iho next tiOO foot at 
loaut, a concontrating proposition. The 
croppiuga h»vo been traced for a distance of 
•1.00(3 foot along tho direction of tho deposit, 
and to a widtli of about 800 feet, abowiag 
this to bo ODo of tho greatest deposits of 
mineral over diocovcrod. 

On Htiturdny samples from a new ooal dis- 
covory wore brought in by Messrs. Joseph 
and l^ugone Gott, who havo spent tho sum- 
mer up tho North Thompson. The vein

A Glance, at the Miueg, Trade aud 
Commerce of That EicU Miu- 
eral Couutiy. 

Five Millions of Dollars Will Be the 
Output Mext Yeap-Pilot 
Bay 'Smelter. 



(Written for tho Colonist.) 

Daring a recent tour throagh a portion of 
the ialcrior of British Co'lunibia, and Doting 
the ohangos wbioh have ooonrred even In 
the short period of three years, one cannot 
bub draw upon his imagination as to the 
future poBsibiiities of .this provioco. To any 
one acquainted with its progrees for the past 
thirty years, and [.•apecially thoeo who have 
cxparieno3(l tho privaliona and hurdohips 
during tho pioneer days in various expedi- 
tions through handreda of miles of an unex- 
plored mountain country, the ohangos are 
mora marked. Buoyed with hope in the 
ojrly dnya of gold exoitemeut, and eioh one 
bltSJed with a phyuiciue which in tho prime 
of manhood made a hundred pound pack but 
ordinary billaat, the early pioneers mapped 
their wuy througli unknown territory eft 
1 lues without a trail or blaze to iudicuto tho 
line of travel, or any fixed point in view. 

Many of those sturdy old-timers hsve 
piBsed away, but go where you will in tho 
interior you will see Bomo familiar faoo. 
Years have, of course, made changes in their 
appearance. Some with worn out oonati- 
tutiona and whitened locks, others ap- 
parently bale and vigorous, but with streuka 
of grey hair and wrinkled brows indiciling 
thAt their days for tho onduraoco of hard- 
ships are over, and that younger blood 
must take their places in the future develop- 
ment of the golden treasures cf the moun- 
tains, lo Kootenay I met several whom I 
had known for twenty years, bat had not 
seen ior nearly that time, who extended the 
friendly greeting of " hello 1 glad to see you 
Wh^re the d— 1 did yon oome from." 
After a little conversation about old times, a 
remark was made by one, '* Well, it is 80 
easy.now to get into this ooantry I'wonldn't 
wonder a bit any day to see the Prince of 
Wales in these mountains." 

Prior to the completion of the Canadian 
PaciSo railway a journey from yiotoria to 
the nearest points in Kootenay would oc- 
cupy about twenty days. Tne only means 
of getting there after leaving the steamer at 
Hope was by pack trail, and you had u 
choice of either walking or horseback travel. 
Now, tho Kootcnaya from Victoria may bo 
reached in thirty-two lioura in all tha lux- 
uries of first claea steamers and I'ullnmn 
cars, without touching foreign territory. 

That this easy and rapid transit has been 
tho prinolpal moana of drawing attention to 
the supposed rich mineral deposits in that 
aeotion there is no doubt, although some 
twenty-five years ago it attracted consider- 
able interest by the discovery of rich placer 
pold mines, which were aoon worked out. 
AVithout easy accees by rail, through our 
own territory, into the Kootenay country 
the development of its resources, in a busi- 
ness point of view, would not ba cf 
such great impcrtacoe to the pr(vinco, 
as the geographical position of the rich silver 
mines recently discovered points plainly to 
a new avenae to the various markets in Am- 
erioan territory, thus depriving British Col- 
umbia of the trade which properly belongs 
to it. The situation of the silver mines in 
Kootenay is indeed a most favorable one for 
the mine owner. No each a thing as a mon- 
opoljr in the transport of shipments can ever 
exist. With the strong corporation of the 
Canadian Faoifio Railway Company contigu- 
ous to them on this side, and two corpora- 
tions, the Northern Faoifio and Great North- 
ern >railwayv companies, bordering on tbe 
othef>side, the owners of tbe mines in a great 
ineMure ',' bold the fort"; all they have to 
'doti to produce the supply. 

The silver'bearing belt o^ Kootenay is ex- 
tensive, bnt the rionest discoveries so far are 
in a comparatively small area. The first dis- 
covery was made some twelve years ago in 
what is known as the- Blue Bell 
or the Hendryx mine, situate on Kootenay 
lake. This mine is admirablyjooated and 
has immense deposits of galena. The 
smelter recently erected at Pilot Bay, on 
tho lake, within a diatanco of about twenty 
miles, and which is expected to be in run- 
ning order shortly, will treat all of the pro- 
ducts of this mine, which at present are 
estimated at 100 tons per day. 

Apart from gradual and alow develop- 
ment in the Hendryx mine, nothing was 
done toward prospecting for eilvor until the 
Hal! brothers, six yeura ago, discovered tho 
now celebrated Silver King group, which is 
being worked by English capital, tho resi- 
dent buainesM manager being Mr. 
H. E. Croasdailo. Tho reputation of 
this mine is well known, and when 
tho work of development has been 
completod, tho ahipmenta of the high 
grade sihor uro Ituown as grey ooppiT 
will add fresh laurola to its already far- 
famed riohuena To attempt lo enumerate 
all of the mines recently discovered in Koo- 
tenay would ha a task which rf<iuired mora 
time than I had at my disposal during my 
short visit. 

All of the mines, with the exception of the 
■Bine Bell and Silver King, have been discov- 
ered recently, 'and within the last throe 
years, and are numerous. Many of tho dis 
coverers are poor miners (i mean poor in 
pocket) and have done boo little work cd 
their claims ; others with money and buck- 
ing have, during the abort time, made good 
progress iu development and some small 
ahipments of ore were made last ye»r. In 
BEveral of the mines the results of I ho work- 
ings have riot only been highly satisfactory, 
but beyond 'the expectations of tho owners. 

With but few exoeptioue, I have been in 
the various mining camps in the province, 
and it is a rare thing not to find aonio 
grumblers who have no faith in the diggiogs 
and are generally dissatisfied. Kootenay 
appears to bo an exception. I did nut hoar a 
single expression of doubt as to tho richness 
of tho country ; tliero is a general sentiment 
and that is " tho country la all right and 
will turn out to ho tho richest silver camp 
in tho world." I only had the pleasure of 
viaiiing one of the many rich mines in tho 
Slnoan district— the Slocan Star. 

After a rido of aomo six mllca from tlio 
town of Three Forks over a winding trail 
upthealeep mountain sidu tho mine waa 
reoohed. Tho prinaipiil owners are tho 
White Bros. The manager kindly showed 
me through the workings in tunnels and up 
inolinoB from which tho oro was stopod, 
This company has done oonsiderablo work. 
Two tunnels have been run on tho vein, 
both showing up fine bodies of oro. A 
third tunnel is in progress, which Is ex- 
pected lo tap tho lodge at a depth of about 
four hundred feet, which if accomplished, 
will open up enough ore to keep the oom- 
pany working for ten years, without saying 
anything of the continuation of the vein bo- 
low that level. 

Tbe question cf the depth of the vein 
matter in all of tho mines Jim yet to be 
determined, but it is soaroelyj^roDkble that 
the strong lodes will pinoh ont. This oom* 
' paoy expects to ship during the winter 2,600 



tons rf ore, whioh will nob the owners about 
$170,000 These figures are my own, and 
Cbken from heara<ty of the results of awiya, 
and at best are only approximate. I 
merdy mention this mine, because it is 
th: only one I bad time to visit. 

At tne Kjotenay Mining and Sm"lting 
Ci.'a works ut Pilot Biy the ensjines, blower 
and all the heavy machinery are in position 
and thi smelter itself is nearly ready to fire 
up. The oonoentrating plant is alsoncariog 
oomp'otion and tha ohimneys or stacks for 
the smelting furnaces, roaster and other 
purposes are complete. The sampler plant 
was expeotod to arrive over the C P.R. by 
the beginning of the present week. Tho 
steamer Galena, which Is to be used for 
transporting ore and fluxing material at the 
rato of liiO tons per day from tho Blue Bell 
mine to tho smelter, is ready for her work. 
The Blue Bell amply proves by development 
to bo able to supply not only ore enough for 
the present stack but for several moro of tho 
same cupaoity. Tha showing on the mine Is 
wonderfully good, even exceeding tho expec- 
tations formed before the present develop- 
ment. 

There ore several others with a showing 
quite as autisfaotory for the work done upon 
which good solid development Is going 
steadily on, and at the same time producing 
largo quantities of high grade ore which 
will alao bo shipped before spring. It is 
confidently stated that from tho Slocan dis- 
triot there will bo shipped within the next 
five months 8,000 tons of ore whioh will 
yield approximatafy 3750,000. Tho esli- 
m\tp of the shipments by some is put at 
10,000 tons, ar d it is probable that the latter 
figures m.y be reached. Some may remark, 
" welli'this h not much for a district which 
1b reported to be so rich." To those who 
may form suoh ,an opinion, I can only eay 
that considering the,, short time since the 
mines in that section were disbovered, the 
many obstaclcis and difficulties to be met 
with in a deassly voode 1 and moantainous 
country —roads and <r>i'B to' be out out, 
buildings to be erected and other innumer- 
able drawbacks before the ore could bo got 
to the point of diatrlbutlon — tbe showlDg is 
not only creditable but remarkable. 

With the aid of properly graded roads and 
b aystem of tramways for sending the oro to 
the distributing depot, tho output next year 
may safely bo put down at §5,000,000. Now 
it may bo ooojectured wha: an increase of 
products in one year from §750,000 to §5,- 
000,000 nieana in a section of country em- 
braced in an area of 250 square milea ('hat 
being about the aiz-j of tho Slocan district, 
25 miles by 10 miles), with tho present esti- 
mated population of one thouaand people. 
It doea not only mean §5,000 for each indi- 
vidual, but this rich per capita production is 
bound to bring in population, and with con- 
tinued progioaa in mining, and new 
finds, there is no reason to 
doubt the probabilily that Kootenay will 
in the next five yoara have a population of 
fifteen thouaand. Suoh an ingress of people, 
not only self supporting but producing 
largely in exceaa of their requirements, 
must give a fresh impetus to all branches of 
industry as well as to trade aud commeroe 
in British Columbia. What the mountains 
roll out in gold and sliver must throw waves 
beyond their bounds ; the towns in the In- 
terior and tbe cities on the seaboard will 
reap corresponding benefits in proportion to 
their standing in tbe ranks of oimmeroe, 
and will draw from this new field their quota 
according to their cUinHtio pcwitlon, beauty 
and attractiveness. 

The competition of our respeoted Ameri- 
can neighbors for the trade cf Kootenay 
will no doubt be keen and spirited. The 
indomitaMe-enterprising Amerfoans will not 
he Batisfied:withont a portion, and will not 
f jel fully oontent without It all— if they can 
get it. I 'b»ve already pointed ont in re- 
spect to tbeiaolUtiss for trade aooording to 
the geographioal position of Kootenay that 
" honors are easy," bnt we hold the trump 
card on the tariff on imports. Canada oan 
produce or furnish everything required In 
Kootenay:; in this roapect we have an ev^h 
«how and must fight for tbe trade. There 
is this diflerence, tha Americans have com- 
petitive lines of railwav while we have only 
one. The trade with Kootenay will there- 
fore in a great measure depend on the policy 
of tho Canadian PKoifio railway in re- 
spect to tho ratsa in drawing the trufGo 
within our borders. 

Many of the mines are owned by Amori- 
cjna, who naturally will favor their own 
country ; it is only reasonable that their 
patriotism should lean that woy, but if 
patriotiam aflaots tho pocket it ceases to be 
a factor in the consideration of a buainees 
transaction. Tho shrewd American is just 
the same as an Kngliehman or Canadian ; If 
he oan drive a bolter barg-iin on this side of 
the lino he will do so, and at tho same time 
whiatlo the Star Spangl' d Banner ; he is 
here to make money, and ho will undoubted- 
ly deal where ho gets tho moit for it. By 
these conditions the problem of trade will 
be solved and not by any otht-r. The race 
will be a koen one- British Columbia should 
therefore go into training, and tbe Dominion 
government should guard well her commerce 
on tho borders of tho international boundary. 

I had intended to draw attention in this 
article to other porliona of tho province, 
more particularly lo Okanagaa and tho 
Rook Creek section, ahowing the growing 
trade and tho probabilities of a revival of 
gold quartz mining toward the boundary 
line, but I will probably refer to this in an. 
other article. J. MoB, Smith.

THB EXHIBITION AT NBW WEST- 
MINSTER. 

The New Westminster exhibition is spoken 

of in the highest terms by all who have had 
the privilege of aeeiog it. The display 
made of f^raio, roots and dairy products was 
most creditable to the diatrlot. No one who 
saw the splendid exliibits would have sup 
posed thab a large part of the country tribu- 
tary to the exhibition had been a few months 
ago devasted by a flood. The fruit exhibit 
was something wonderful and places beyond 
a doubt ttio great fruit-growing capfkbilities 
nf the valley of the Fraser River and' the ad 
jioont country. The live stock, too, made 
a fine show, and proved that the farmers are 
paying more and more attention to the 
kind of stock they raise. There is nothing 
to hinder the farmers of this Province 
having the beat of everything. The best 
grains, vegetables, fruits, cattle, horses, 
hogs and sheep are as easily raised as the 
worst, but the difference in the profit they 
yield is greater than many people imagine. 
The New Westminster exhibition must have 
convinced those who visited it that Britiah 
Columbia farmers are fast becoming aware 
of this truth, and are showing their faith by 
their works. The other departments of the 
exhibition were if anything beyond the 
average of former years, but the exoellenoe 
of the agricultural and bortionltural ex 
hibits is spoken of as the moat com 
mondablo as well as the most remarkable 
feature of the show. This is as it should 
be, What this Province wants more than 
anything is- better agricultural products and 
more of them.

So far,|prob3kbly the only change that 
strikes on their (hia readers) attention is 
the weakening of the third party to.^ the 
AUiancu we repose upon and the snperces. 
oion (it almost comes to that) of the anti- 
Germun hatred In France by as deep a 
rauci ur against Eaghind. Theae, however, 
are no trifles. 'I'huC we do rest upon the 
Triple AUianoe, of which everybody knows 
enough to know that it wookone, has been a 
political commonplace for years ; and it 
ouglit to 1)6 as well understood 
that no alliance will bo opoo to ua when 
that one is truuomuted. The transmutation 
will bo exclusive, will bo intended to ex- 
cluiio us, and must exclude. For us a 
sound and lantiDg understanding with either 
Russia or France is forbidden by tlio nature 
of things. It cannot ba till wo aro bauten 
on certain vital points and certain places, or 
else surrender them ; and (hen we ahould 
have no peace. So much for the weakening 
of the Triple Alliance, to spaak of 
it only 08 enfeebled. As for the 
animoeily of the French agiinst us, 
that it has grown and grown until itoxcoeds 
the anti-German feeling, both in volume and 
bitterness, would be matter for thought, 
even if there were uotbinc; else in the aepect 
of foreign affitirB to think about. But; there 
is the other fact, that we are nearly as much 
hated in Germany as in France, and what is 
yet more to the point, the hatred has a simi- 
lar origin, and its provooations are kept up 
in much the same way. Though these great 
nations stand before each other with drawn 
swords, ono of the two has the strongest 
reasons for avoiding war— stronger now 
than ever they were'j and while they do 
stand in this hostile attitude, they agree in 
a feeling of greater dislike for Kngland than 
either is conscious of for the other ; as mat- 
ters stand cow, at all events. And though 
this dislike reaches their hearts by difTerent 
roadu, the provocation is the same a4 bottom 
and may be expressed in the same terms. 



A DISSOLVim ALLIANOB. 

There was a time when the people of Kog 
land and of countries that are in sympathy 
with England, put great faith in the Triple 
Alliance. They believed that as long as 

Gorniany, Austria and Italy —with Great 
Britain in sympathy — wore true to eucn 
other thero v/aa no immediate fear of a 
European war. That alliance was entered 
into for the avowed purpose of insuring the 
peace of Europe, and, so far, to all appearance 
it has accomplished the end of its formation 
But there are obaervers who have come 
to the conolusion that that alliance is 
weakening, that it has a namo to live only, 
and that it will bo found ono of those days 
it has virtually oeaaed to exist. 

Among these observers is Mr. Erederiok 
Greenwood, an eminent English journalist, 
He has an article in the September number 
of the Contcmporory Review the object of 
which seems to bo to convince the Britiah 
public that thero is no longer any ground 
for placing fuith in the Dreibund. He trios 
to show that tho situation in Europe has ma- 
terially changed since thatallianoe WBsformed 
and that tho powers of Europe now occupy 
positions relatively to oash other very dif- 
ferent to what they did then, and that tho 
attitude of some of them towards Groat 
Britain has undergone a very groat change. 
Italy has become so weak that it oannot be 
depended upon in the event of a war. Aus- 
tria has grown lukeworm. Germany hoa 
contracted a great dialiko to England und 
tho anoient hatred of Franco for j>cr/ii/.e 
Allium has undergone no chapge, Germany 
and Franco are no longer at daggera' points, 
and the Qorman Emperor is most desirous of 



THE RESULT OF REVISION. 

The Liberals ridiculed those who con- 
tended that tho revision of the taritf that 
was made last session would materially de- 
crease thq people's burdens. ' The new tariff 
has been in operation only three months 
and there is a dotioienoy in the revenue com 
pared with the corresponding three months 
of last year of Sl,;i29,9;!8. The deficiency is 
chit fly in the revenue derived from Cualoms 
duties. The Customs receipts for the .first 
three months of last year were $5,457,859 ; 
the receipts for the first three months 
of the current year are §4,;iS5,;U4. 
Tlie differenoQ between the two amounts 
is §1,072,545. The total revenue for the 
three months this year was §8,02.3,043. The 
revenue for the first quarter last year was 
§0,353,883. The total expenditure for the 
same time was this year §5,765,535, and for 
last year §5,649.947. Last year'a surplus 
for the quarter was §3,7i2,0.'!G ; this year'a 
for the oorreaponding quarter was §2,258, 4 10. 
It will bo seen from this that the revision of 
the tariff made last season baa lieen immedi- 
ately followed by a decrease of revenue. 
How much of that decrease is ow- 
ing to the decrease in the im- 
ports and how much to the decrease 
of taxation will bo seen whan the statements 
of exports and imports appear. No satis- 
factory oonolnaion can be drawn from the 
statement of revenue and expenditure for 
these months, but it is significant that a de- 
crease in the duties which the Opposition 
declared to have been ineigniScant has been 
immediately followed by a decrease of rev- 
enue which is not by any means insignifi- 
cant. \ 

A REVOLUTION. 

The situation in Newfoundland is without 
a parallel. The party which was rejected at 
the polls at the last general election has by 
the good generalship of its leaders and the 
blunders and the crimes of its opponents, be- 
come the ruling power in the colony. As 
our readers know, tho Whiteway Govern- 
ment at the general election were returned 
by a large majority. The Opposition was. 
BO to speak, nowhere. But its leaders had 
comeinto posaessionof someknowledge which 
when the proper time came they intended to 
use to their own and the country's advantage. 
<ThBy kept quiet until tho time of sending in 
petitions against the return of members had 
very nearly expired. Tboy then caused pro- 
testa to be entered against the return of 
nearly every member of the Whiteway 
party on the score of bribery and 
corruption. When tho mon petitioned 
against had recovered from their surprise 
they found that it was too late to present 
counter petitions against the return of the 
members of the Opposition. The Govern 
ment candidates hod, it appears, used the 
money appropriated for roads and bridges as 
a bribery fund. That ia, when tho 
olectiou was (joining on it was found 
that the roads in all parts of tho Province 
needed repairing, and^hat there were many 
places where new oiies were required. 
Road contracts were given right and left, 
and the offioiats took good care that only 
those who could be depended upon to vote 
for tho (Jovoniment cundidatcH secured 
joba. Tho businesa must havo been done 
with soarooly an attempt at concealment, 
for when the trials cumo on suilicient evi- 
dence was easily found, not only to unseat, 
but to disqualify the members of the Gov- 
ernment and a majority of their 8upporte|-s. 

WhentheGovornment at last eawhowmat- 
ters were going they requested the Governor 
to dissolve tho House, but His Kxoolleucy 
refused to do so while the election trials 
were pending. The Government then re- 
signed and left their opponents to manage 
the afTairs of tho colony without a supply 
bill, and this thoy contrived to do by what 
many will regard from a Gonatilutional point 
of view some rather aharp praulioo, 

In time the by-olootions to fill tho seats 
that had been declared vacant by the courts 
came on. The old members being disquali- 
fied could not contest tho elections, 
and new mon hud to bo drummed 
up, Tho electors when there was 
no road money to sustain their loyally to the 
late Government forsook Whiteway and his 
merry men and voted for the supportoraof the 



Government de facto, and that to such an ex- 
tent that it haa now a good working major- 
ity and enioys the oonfldence of the people. 
The revolution is complete. The minority 
immediately after the general election has 
become a majority, and the majority, which 
eight montha or ao ago was triumphantly re- 
turned, has now dwindled down to an in- 
signiScunt and a diaheurtenod minority, 
TliiJ may not bo a case of virtue rewarded, 
but it is, without doubt, on instance of poli- 
tical vice signally thwarted and punished; ' 

THE A. P. A. 

It might be supposed that the people of 
the United States have nothing to fear or 
hope from Roman Catholio ascendancy. 
Protestants in the Great Republic are large- 
ly fn tho majority and tho Constitution of 
tho United States provides " That no reli- 
giouB teat shall ever be ri quired as a quali- 
tication to any oifloe of public trust under 
tho United States." With overwhelming 
numbers on their aide and with a Constitu- 
tion making it impossible that any religious 
denomination can become supremo in the 
Republic, there aro Proteatants who believe 
that their religion is in danger and 
who conaider it their duty to 
form an organiza^tion to ^.protect their 
political righta.' ' Thia organization ia called 
the American Protective Association, or aa it 
is now generally written, thu "A.l'.A." 

It is said that thispolitioo-reiigious organ 
ization baa a IargB-ineml)ership ;in . many 
States, and that it is iioand to'^^nialce its in 
Quence felt, not as a separate ; party, but as 
a constituent part of one of the great partiea.'^ 
Some assert that an alliance exists between 
the Republicans and the A.P.A., and that 
they intend to work together in 
the coming elections. Many. ^Bepub 
lioans deny that any snch alliance 
exists, and apply some pretty strong 
language to those who aoouae the Repnbll 
can party of attempting to drag religion 
into politics. But the Recusation ia re 
peated nevertheless by tho Democrats, who 
state positively that there is en understand' 
ing between the leaders of the A. P. A. and 
the leaders of - the Republican party. Sena- 
tor Hill, for instance, in the apeech which 
he made the other day at Syracuse, N. Y., 
said : 

I condemned in my speech at Saratoga, 
and I condemn here also, that un-American 
spirit which ia inaidiously fastening itaelf 
upon portions of our communities, whjch 
aeeks to set up a religious teat as one of 
the qualifications for public office in this 
country. An organizicioa, secret or other- 
wise, which has thia object in view, degervea 
the execration of American citizena. It ia 
uaeleas to deny, tho fact that sympathy for 
this spirit has found much support in Re- 
publican circles, enoourasoment in the Re- 
publican' press, and aid at the polls in strong 
Republican looalitiea. The'- recent' state 
Republican convention, although i requested 
to do so, > deliberately refused to incorporate 
any provisions in ita platform condemning 
auch an un-American policy of intolerance. 
Such a provision would have been very ap- 
propriate at this time ; in fact, was ab- 
aolutoly demanded by every consideration of 
patriotism. 

We have not seen what reply tho organs of 
the A. P. A. have made to Mr. Hill's atate- 
menta, but we obaervo that some ot the 
Republican newspapers indignantly deny 
that Republicans, as a party, have any* 
thing to do with the A. P. A. They say 
that the crganization haa received very 
little aupport from the Republican press, 
but that on the contrary many Republican 
newspapers condemn it io'-'thirVstcongeat 
tsrma. - '•' ' 

It would be a matter of great '^regret if 
religion so-called became an element in the 
politics of the United States. When re 
llgion is made a party cry it evokes a spirit 
tho very reverse of religiona. There are, 
we venture to say, no politicians more 
bitter, more intolerant and more unaorupnl 
oua than those who profess toT-.niake' thtf 
preaervation of their religion their object.

Another ahipmcnt of one hundred boxes 
of apples imported from the American side 
was yesterday condemned by Mr, B. M. 
Palmer, inspector of fruit peals. The fruit, 
which was mostly from California, waa 
badly infected with the codlin mcth. The 
dopnrtnient is thoroughly in earnest in its 
endeavors to protect the fruit growing in- 
dustry of the province, and Mr. Palmer is 
takiDf; every meana to prevent the Introduc- 
tion of the oodlin moth, which luckily haa 
hitherto not) secured a hold in British Col- 
umbia. A oirouhir has been iseuod by tho 
Board of Horticulture drawing attention to 
tho rules and regulations recontly issued, 
asking the co-operation of all importers and 
dealers in fruit In protecting what promises 
bo become nuo of tho leading industries of 
the province, The circular states that : 

" The groat danger threatening tho im- 
portant industry of fruit growing in this 
provinae by the phenomenal inoreaae of in- 
sect peets and fungous diseases, renders it 
imperative on the part of tho hoard to en- 
force theao rules and regulations forthwith. 
It has beou tho aim of the hoard to collect 
the latest and moat reliable information for 
tho exticpation of incoot peats,' and it is 
hoped that the recipes and instruotiona 
pu hli shed are ao ' plainly deaorihed that no 
dilliculty will be found in applying them 
If further information is required the mom 
bers of tho board, or tbe. ihipsclor of fruit 
peste, will gladly furnish it." 

The principal ohacgas in tho regulations 
relate to the inspection of fruit, whioh sot 
forth : 

"All Importers of fruit must give notice 
to a member of tbe Biard of Horticulture, 
or hia agent, or tho inspector of fruit peats, 
upon the arrival of any and all ahipmnnis of 
fruit; and all fruit and fruit pickiKt-'i im- 
ported into this province shall he iii»p'. uted, 
and if found to ho free from instct posts 
and fungous diaeraia clean oertifijalo shall 
bo isButd thertfcr in coiformity with the 
rules and regulationa of the I'rovirclal 
Board of Horticulture, provided, however, 
that no fruit or fruit uackfigoa Imported 
into this province shall horoiiinved frcni any 
dook, wharf, moli', or station whore such 
fruit and fruit packages have been landed, 
before inspection and such clean certifioate 
thereif aball have been obtained, and all 
Huoh fruit and fruit packages as may be 
found iufcsted with any insect post or 
fungous diaeaso shall be either destroyed by 
tbeimporters thereof or by such process as any 
member of this board, the inspec or of fruit 
peat«, or any agent appointed by this board 
may direct, or shall be reshipped by tho im- 
porters thereof to the country from whence 
iuch infofted fruit was exported." 

"All frnit, whether imported or grown in 
this provinca, or exposed for sale, ahall be 
(dbjeob to inspection under tho authority of 
this board, and if found to bs infected with 
any injarioua insect peat or tho larva there- 
of, shall be quarantined or may be destroyed 
at the expense of the owner of' siild fruit by- 
snob methods aa this board or its agents 
may direct." '. • 

Remediea are also given for the extirpa- 
tion oi the woolly aphis and gtber insect 
peats. Copies of the regulations and reme- 
dies may be had by. anyone applying to the 
L fli ISO of the board.

Interestingr Particulars From 
of Its Termination for 
• a Time. ■ - 



Apia 



German and Britlali Warsliipa Di'cliiie 
to Take Further As:gre8- 
sive Steiia. 

Tho steamer Arawn justi arrived brings 
the following letter from Apia, giving par- 
tioulftra of the ooUaRse of tihe rebellion and 
TatnaseBe's aurrender. Few on the ialandi 
believe, however, that the peace arranged 
will be permanent. The oorrespondonco 
bcara date of September G and aitya : 

" At the date of my last letter the war- 
ahipa had completed their operations against 
the rebels of Atne^ aod iti wiks.ezpeeted that 
a like vigoroaa aotion would ba taken against 
the Aana contingent. The government 
troops wore ordered to proceed to this latter 
plaoe, and there await tho warships. Tho 
Curaoo* proceeded to Pugo Pugo to ship coal 
and returned to Apia on the 2.3cd August. 
Both German warships wore then 
in harbur, and a mooting of tho 
naval commandora wns hold. What 
took plaoe of courae ia not known, but Ciip- 
tains Gibson and Seheder, tho two senior 
officers, waited upon tho Kinc, and it soon 
leaked out that tho captains had informed 
him that they would not assist him by mak- 
ing another attack upon the rebels. 

" Wliat brought about thia ohanee in the 
views of the commanders ia only a matter ot 
conjecture. Some hero attribute It to the 
faoo of Robert Louis Stevenaon having boon 
a'pEMsenger on tho Curacoa, and whilst there 
having influenced the captain of that vessel, 
who is the senior officer here. Stevenson is 
a strong aapporter of tho rebels. This ex- 
piaaatloo ia not, however, generally believ- 
ed. Others attrlbato it to the well-known 

Eartiallty ot the Garmana for TamaBsae and 
ia followers wbioh oaaaed them to hesitate 
to attack, In this oonneotion it ia only fair 
to atate that whatever may be the feelinga 
and attitude of tho m»jarity of Germans 
here, the senior naval commander, Captain 
Sche Jer, is highly praised for the manner in 
which ho tias co-operated with his British 
colleague, and the desire ho has shown to 
put ft stop to Samoan troubles. It is more 
than likely that the cause of the captains of 
the vessels refusing to act was the fact that 
they had not sufficient force at their dis- 
posal to permit men to be landed, and that 
it was olmost impossiblo to shell the rebel 
position from tho ships, owing to the looft- 
tiou being so far inland, 

"The decision, however, caused much 
oanatornation amongst tho government sup- 
porters, and President Schmidt at once 
started for the scene of opjratlons to confer 
with tho government party. On arriving at 
the Leu'umoega mission station ho was in- 
formed that the rebels wore willing to eub- 
mi", no , to the S imo .n government, but to 
Maliecoa, on board one of the warships. 
The president, evidently considering half a 
loaf better than no bread, at onoe wrote to 
tho ooDSule, who held a conference with 
Cuptiin Gibson. The lattor, finding that 
there was a ohanee of settling the matter, for 
a time at any rale, without bloodshed, 
started the next day for Aana, takingon board 
theCuraooa KingMalietoa andaninterpreter. 
Upon arrival a letter was sent to Tumasese 
iaforming him that he must come on board 
the Onraooa, • Ifo ' (oraw'') to Maliotoa, dis- 
band his followers, and give up 100 rifles. 
Ha'osme on board on the following day and 
at first refaaed to agree to these condition. 
Cuptain Gibson ordered tbe rebel chief and 
his followers to leave the oabin and take tbe 
conseqnenoes. Tamaaeae then agreed to the 
conditlona, and ahortiy after gave np tbe 
greater namber of the gnns to the. Cnraooa. 
The rest were given to tbe Bnzz<rd. The 
warriois of both parties ware ordered to dis- 
band and retam to their homes, which they 
did." 



HON. P. &. VEBNON. 

" An Efficient nnd Capable Public Servant "— 
No More Worthy u Successor Than 
IIoM. Mr. Martin. 

(From the Vernon News ) 
Hon. r. G. Vernon has resigned tho port 
folio of lands and works, and Mr. G. B, 
Martin, the member for north Yale, has rt 
ceived the appointment, Thia newa wi'l not 
oooasion mnoh aurprise in thia diatriot as 
(laob A step on the p»rt of the gorernment 
bis' been for some time exp'eoUd by manyf 
Mr. Martin, by virtne of long service and a 
thorough knowledge of the requlromonta of 
the country, had claims for the cflioe which 
could not fail to be rccognizod ; and the 
gnnoral aentiaient among both political 
parties in this section in ono of approval of 
the choiop mide. Wo regret that tho pro 
vince will, for a time at least, lose tho 
VAluablo i>t:i vices of the lato Chief Com 
missiontr, whom we believe to have been as 
efficient and capable a public servant as tlic 
country will be likely to secure for many a 
day, but wo trust thac he will oj^ain enter 
into public life and that before long. A 
new elect ion will of courao bo neceBBitatod 
in Mr. Martin's oonstituoncy, but there is 
evetv certainty that should a contest bo de- 
cided upon, he will have as easy victory.

Mr. Georite. Bohun Martin has received 
the appoiDtmnut of Chief Commlision or of 
Lsnda and Works for B C. to fill tbe posi- 
tion heretofore^ oooupled by Hon, F. G, 
Vernon, who failed of election. Mr, Mar- 
tin has had an expnrlence in public affairs 
extending over twelve yearn, during which 
time he has «itho-t interruption boon ono 
of tho meinbera for Yalo. L'ho nomination 
fur the election caused by Mr. Martin's pro- 
motion will take place October 17 at Kum- 
loops, and if an olootion in noceaaary it will 
be held Qjcober 24. Tho appointment of 
Mr. Martin ia a deserved recognition of tho 
importanco of his long public aorvioo.

THE FlstHEttlES QUESTION. 

To TiiK Editok : -To those who folloiv a 
diaouKHiciu ut mo fiahorios f|uoation in fhe 
prfss of tho province my letter of the 29th 
of August will probibly be rcmpnibered. 
R-oeiiiiy a memorandum prepared by Mr. 
Wilmot for the Mioiater ot Mirine ond 
Fithcrioa has been publiahed, criticiiing my 
proposition that tho govornmont fhould out 
of tho largo surplus ib ained in this pro- 
vince from license feeo, etc , bonus a uon- 
oecu for tho manufacture of salmon offal into 
oil and fertilizers. lo was not my intention 
in tliat letter to iriitate tho department, 
neither did I expect to draw forth the 
spleen which cha' a tterizes that memo, 
against everyone couuected in any way with 
tne industry in this province. The ques- 
tion an issue, however, ia of too much im- 
portanco to the welfare of the industry to 
permit it to btcomo involved with the 
potulanoy of Mr. W ilmot'a observations, 
wliich for the time being wo may out aside 
simply as symptoms of wounded vanity. 

It should be tho earnest elFort of those 
engaged in tho induatry, no less than of the 
officials of tho department, to seek to over- 
oomo a difiiouUy perplexing in its nature, 
and in common with other commercial pur- 
suits, to relieve it of an unusual hindrance 
to its Buocosaful prosecution. The matter 
resolvea itself simply into this : How may 
the ( fTtl be disposed of to the satisfaction of 
all parties oonderoed ? It is conceded 
that to manufaotare it would be best. 
But it oould not be expected that each indi- 
vidual omnery would ereot a factory for that 
purpose. The extra expense thus entailed 
upon a small cannery would manifestly work 
iig'iiriously against ic, in the general compe- 
tition of the buBineaa when larger and num- 
erous intereeta are consolidated. Further, 
the Uw has no power to compel tho larger or 
consolidated ioatltutiona to combine with 
the weaker onea on terms of equality, 
neither does business experience suggest the 
lik -lihood rif auoh an occurrence. There 
fore, to ixpect that any general arrange 
ment can bo arrived at by tho canning inter^ 
ests for common action in ono or more oen 
trally located taotoriea is wholly out of the 
question. Theao, and other roasona which 
might be given suggested tho idea ot looking 
up a more promising and practical method 
of procedure. When, therefore, an examin 
atlon of tho Fisheries Reports of IS'J.S re 
vealed the fact that tho fiihing industry of 
this Province annually contributed a sum 
very largely in exceas of the expenditure, it 
was considered that the government might 
very roanonably be asked to use the surplus 
or a portion of it for tho purpose of bonuaing 
institutioua lo handle the otful. 

It will not, I presume, be contended that 
it was ever the intention to augment the 
general revenue of the Dominion out of tho 
feea impoaed for fiihing privileijea in this or 
any other Province of tbe Domiaion. The 
f 'ict ia, aa was shown in my former oommuni 
cation, that with the exception 
of British Columbia and Ontario 
the department expends in each of the other 
provinces more money by a very large sum 
upon the fiaheriea than it recelvea from that 
source. Last year, as is shown by tho de- 
partmental report, the revenue from thia 
province waa $4U,2G4 and the expenditure 
§5,490 leaving a surplus of §34,774. The 
bulk of this considerable aum of money was 
uodoubtedly derived from the flihing in 
dustry connected with the canning business 
of the Fraser river, aside altogalher from 
tho amount taken from other branches of 
the industry here. Tho district under con 
aideration, and the revenue therefrom ob 
taioed, are so well defiaed, that ic would bo 
an easy matter to apply any sums received 
by tho department to any purpose that 
seemed desirable to tho welfare of that par- 
ticular locality. There is surely nothing un 
reasonable in tho request, uudor all these 
circumstances, that the surplus found as de 
scribed should be devoted to the removal of 
a difficulty of such a vexatious nature. If 
Mr. Wilmot has anything better or more 
reasonable to suggoer, the people of this 
province would be glad I am sure to hear it. 
For him to make a I a'd assertion that the 
oCfil should not be dumped Into the salt 
water of the gulf and muaC not be put into 
tbe fresh water of the river, seems to me, if 
the course above suggested is not adopted, to 
mean nothing, practically speaking, other 
than the cessation of tbe canning basineea. 
It baa been contended in high quarters, 
that the Dominion Government has no con- 
stitutional right to collect and appropriate 
tho fees paid for fishing licenses in tho 
various provinces, and it will bo observed 
with interest that Sir Oliver Mowat, of On- 
tario, has recently instituted a suit in tho 
courts to settio tho question. Should Sir 
Oliver succeed, as usual, in this tost caae, 
the province will benefit to tho extent ot 
the Burp'us now accruing to the federcsl 
treasury. 

Although this communication has already 
assumed considerable proportions, it would 
hardly do to pass over, owing to his high 
official position, some of tho many miestate- 
nionts of fact made by Mr. Wilmot I have 
to express sincere regret also that this 
gentleman has manifested in what he has 
written a spirit of acrimony and bitterness 
which should have no part in this discus- 
sion. 

Take this statement of his : " Ono 
licensed boat will oatob upon an average, 
ono year with another, between 6,000 and 
7,000 salmon, in some oases 10,000 to 11,000 
uru taken. Is there a record in any other 
p.%rt of the world where salmon are taken 
moro easily, more ohoaply and more numor- 
ouftly than on tho Fraser river '! " 

To this interrogation I alfirm that tho 
greater part of tho canned aalmon nf tho 
world is "caught more easily, more cheaply 
aiid moro numerously " than on the Fraser 
river. With regard to tho oitch per bout, 
tho numbers quoted are un ridiculduoly in- 
correct that it is scarcely worth while 
contradicting tho stateniunt. Or does 
ho give it as a cold-blooded 
aarcasm upon tho t lil of tho poor 
fidhsrmen in tho eamo manner as he treats 
tlio canners generally when ho calls them 
" moneyed kings," etc. ? Where fiahermon 
and canners are so well known, it sure ly was 
impolitio for the minister to give out a screed 
of that obaraoter for publication in British 
Columbia. 

Again, in that notable dooument, in a 
lengthy paragraph he sets out to show the 
positiou of the oanners, and says : " Before 
1890 they asserted aa of right an almost ex. 
elusive privilef;e of fishing on the river, oto., 
by obtaining 350 of the 600 lioenaes isaued 
upon the river," which is intended by infer- 
ence to ascribe monopolistic designs to can- 
ners. Now what uro tho facts '! By tho 
deputy minister's report of IKO.'f, pages 1.'! t 
and I'M}, it will bo scon that " in tho month 
of Docembor of 1889, a delcgitiun of B.C. 
canners vinitod Ootawa to urge their views 
touching the regulations of 1888." The 
delegation timong otlier matters urged that 
no limit bo placed upon tho number of 
licenses issued. Tho regulations limiting 
the number issued did not become law until 
the 14th day of March, 180O, or three 
months after tho delegates personally pro 
toBted that no limit ehonid bo placed upon 
the number of licenses iaauod. It will thus 
be clearly seen by tho report that tho de- 
partment took upon themselves the respon- 
sibility of rcatricting the number and diB- 
poaltion of the lioenaes, and this In express 
contradiction of tho views urged by tbe 
delegation. Mr. Wilmot also knows well of

At tho aamo time I 
would remind them that when certain can- 
nery liconaca were cancelled last August 
(they have been since restored) exptrienoe 
pointed out tho fact that there are many 
people in the province, Indiana partlcuKrly, 
who wish to Vt-ork by the day rather thou 
by contract, and that there are many 
deserving men who are so unfortunate' as 
not to be oble to purohase gear for them- 
selves. 

But it would 1)0 a uselcas and unprcfitablo 
task to follow Mr. Wilmot In all his wind- 
ings and shiftings upon this subject. 

In tho settlement of these matters it is 
by no moans tho least of the difficulties with 
whioh we have to contend, that tbe man 
who advises tbe minister and praotiosilly

ENSILAGE. 



To THU Editor : -In making ensilage, if 
there ia no silo or convenient houae in whioh 
to stow tho various grains and grusaca, etc , 
whioh may be used for silage, a very simple 
plan is to make an ordinary stack — auch aa 
a hay stack— lay rough Inmber ■ boards on 
top and weigh down with logs, rooks or any 
weight to be had, suoh as earth or sand- In 
neiog earth or ««nd it would be advisable 
to place some material ' over the rough 
boards to prevent th'e earth getting into tlio 
silage. It matters not bow wet tho grasses, 
etc., are when put in the stack ; the great 
thing is aulTiaient weight on top to press the 
etull down. When finally made it is a good 
plan to put some straw on top of tho stuck, 
then the boarda and weiehtp. The straw 
BuvcB BO many inches moro of the silage by 
taking up the mould itsolf. Plenty of 
weight ia wanted — from 100 to DOO pounds 
por square foot. Anyone close to water 
and having iron cylindora, tanks or oaska 
could fill them with water and uee for 
wei)>htiug ; with a hose and pump this 
could ho done on top of tho stack,

Tho time for the tea gown is fast.ap- 
poaohicg, and in the^iateriiQ tea js^ets 
aro worn iii great variely. These are not 
by any means tlio looso and lomiging 
garments C't' last season, fflr they aro 
shown iu suug sliapes, tho effect of tlio 

. «foudard tea garment being obtained by 
cleverly arranged gariiitnre. There was 
ono among many that I admired, and it 
was iMuilo of silk with large figures 
brocaded over it. Tlio colors wore greou 
and mauve. It was cut in basquo form, 
tho lovv'cr porticu being 10 inches deep 
and draped up nearly to the waist line

on tho hip. Thero was a vest front of 
mauvo chifl'ou and a jabot bertha capo 
of tho same. Tho Bleovea were of inauve 
silk muslin under others of the silk. Tho 
under sleeves wore plaited and had ruf- 
fles falliii;,' over tho forearm, tho wholo 
being liui.slicd oft' with a small bow of 
ribbon at tho front and back of tho 
waistk This oan be worn with any kind 
of skirt except magenta or solferino. 

Another novel idea for a tea jacket is 
of golden brown taffeta glace, with two 
tones — black and gold. It is cut like a 
close coat basquo, with a full skirt about 
15 inches deep. Tho sleeves reach a lit- 
tle b'.low tlio elbow and aro fini.shed 
with a fall of laeo. Thero is a yoke 
simulated by narrow gauileriugs of tho 
silk, and below that is a deep bertha of 
laco o.Ktending quito around tho shoul- 
ders and falling iu a full jabot at tho 
front, reaching to the bottom. A high 
collar of tho silk has a laco frill droop- 
ing over it. This ono is well adapted to 
tho reiiuiremeiits of rather elderly ladies, 
though still quito suitable for the young- 
er ones. Young ladies con wear any- 
thing and do not have to choose so care- 
fully as older ones, for whom there is a 
moro limited number of appropriate 
colors and garment.>i. 

Another stylish tea jacket was niado 
of clovu red silk crupon in two distinct 
shades, and it was made up so as to 
havo the ridges run diagonally. Tho 
back was plaited Norfolk stylo. Under a 
wido belt of chestnut brown silk, which 
clo.-^ed with a bow of grosgrain ribbon 
of tho same color in front. Tho sleuves 
N\ t ro drooping puffs, the larger end be- 
ing at tho bottom. The deep cuflPs wore 
overlaid with hca\-y white Ru.'^sian laco, 
and there was a simulated plastron of 
the same iu tho neck. Tho front of tho 
jacket was gathered slightly, and thero 
were tAvo wido hox plaits hanging from 
bniioath the laco. On the shoulders wore 
bows of ribbuii above a row of the lace. 
Tho whole jacket was very simple in 
reality and one that could bo easily 
made, while at tho same time it has a 
very dressy appearance. That is a great 
thing to know in the making of a gar- 
ment, and just such a result from small 
causes marks tho real artist. 

Tho beautiful now wraps fur very 
fashiouablu ladies aro now shown spar- 
ingly, and they ai-e really marvels in 
their way. I saw one made of cherry 
satin, eovtrf'd with a rich pattern of 
blaek rliautilly, a ratlvr heavier dosign 
than usual for that laco. The edge of 
the lace extended a trifle below the edge 
of tho satin, Over tho whole thero was 
a black velvet collar, which e.\tendod 
into stololiko tabs, thongli not exactly 
down the front. Tlieso were faced with 
velvet and tmiu d Iilui'.c ciu tho corners 
and border.-d on all the edges with sil- 
ver braid and silver twist and having a 
fine outliiio jiattern worked witli lino 
cut jot beads. Tho collar was plain, save 
for the cord and braid around tho edges. 
Tho capo was lined with black satin. 
Thus the three richest fabrics — laco, 
satin and velvet — are combined in this 
ninntlo, which can be worn in tho street 
if tli(! rest of tho costume is handsome, 
but it is intoned more for o visiting gar- 
ment. 

I may mention tho balance of the cos- 
tumo worn with this. There was a hat 

of blaek- satin straw, bent upward and 
covered with l)luets. Tlio dress was of 
gray and bluet hairline pojilin, with 
turret pattern in narrow black velvet 
ribbon and ono of bluot grosgrain of the 
same wiilth all around tlie skirt. The 
bliuit or cornllower color will be tlus 
rago this season, thougli beeoniing to 
but few. 

A now idea is presented in another 
wrap, which might also bo called pe- 
lisse. Thero is /i. long princess shaped 
wrap witliout sleeves, reaching (luito to 
tho bottom of tho black dres.s. It is 
made of heavy black rep. Down tho 
front on each sido aro placed two rows 
of the new heavy laco, with end)ossed 
enibroidrred whools. Tlio cape is a very 
full Hprimg military, (uit to sharp points 
in front and trimmed with the saiuo 
kind of laqo. Thero is a squarish collar, 
likewise trimmed and ornamented down 
tho front with haudsome jet trimming 
and jet friiigi^ There is a ruff of crc:aiu 
colored osl rich tips at the neck. Tliero 
aro no sleeves, so tluU tho dress sleeves 
show. Tho capo is of the same material 
as the rest, and it is lined with maize 
■taffeta shot with .black.' The bonnet is. 



of braided felt, gray and very pale 
groou, with black plumes. 

Sleeves will remain very nearly tho 
same, thougli there is a movomout to 
mako them moro voluminous, , Some of 
them aro draped so much that it re- 
quires almost as much material tomalco 
tho sleeves as tho skirt. Gigot slooves 
aro often cU-apod in jabot fashion on tho 
shoulder and wrinkled all tho way down 
to tho wrist. This latter fancy gives tho 
wearer tho appoarauoo of wearing some 
ono olso's clothes, and that somo ono a 
much larger person than tho wearer. 
Tho incroyablo rovers seem to havo 
sprung up again liko a Jack-iu-tho-box 
and to havo bocomo a part of tho au- 
tumn stylo, and they aro stylish with- 
out being very diflicult or expensive, 
though thoy can bo made costly and 
often aro by being made of heavy vel- 
vet. In somo suits thero aro rovers made 
iu seta of four. Tho two under ones aro 
a little wider than tho upper ones, and 
they aro of rich velvet, and tho smaller 
ones aro of silk, oitlior ribbed or moire. 
Sometimes these an! trimmed witli line 
beading or gold cords around tho edges, 
but generally, they aro of tho dress ma- 
terial only. 

Tlio skirts aro nearly all made (piito 
flaring around the liottoiiLsiiriLiicd wilU 
somo material made for the purpo.-:o and 
faced with bias volutina, generally 
bound with tho same. Underwear is 
made upon tho samo lines as the skirt, 
some dresses roquirmg a bell eli'fct and 
others a moro slender ono. Tlicso ef- 
fects aro gained l.y tlie jm- seni-' or iil;- 
seiieo of ruf.ie.i. .Swine riiule.: i.ave 
three or four tucked frill.i, and x.'i.eii 
these aro ironed out they g'vo n likirt 
tho proper flaro to form a boll oi'icst lor 
tho e.uier slcirt.

Thoy were so (luaiiit 
and odd that more than ono envious 
pair of oyos glanced crossly at them.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enable tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to niise tho sum 
of 8150,000 for Water Works Pur- 
poses. 

Whoreaa it la o.xpedlent and necessary to 
raise a sum of money for extending and im- 
orovirg tho supply of water cf the water works 
of the City of Victoria to the Inliabltanta 
thereof, and for that purpose to lalee.by way 
of loan upon the credit of the said city the sum 
ot 3150,000; 

And whereas It will require tho sum of 
87,731 to bo raised annually by rate for tho pay- 
ment et the new debt and Interest; 

And ivherieaB . the' 'Whole ratable land and 
Improvements or real properiyof tho said cor- 
poiatlon'of theOlty ot Victoria, according to 
the last revised assesamont roll for tho year 
1891, la ?15,5o9.370.CO; 

And whoreaa It will require an annual rate 
of ono half of one mill in the dollar tor paying 
such now debt and interest; 

And whereas this By-law shall not bo altered 
or repealed except with tbe consent of the 
Lleutenant-Govemor-ln Coanoll. 

Bo it tberofore enacted by the Municipal 
CouiicU of tbe corporation ot the City ot Vic- 
toria, as follows: 

Sec. 1. ltBh.ill be lawful tor the Mayor of tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit ot the said Corporation by way 
of the debentures hereinafter mentioned from 
any person or persons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may be willing to advnnco tho same 
as a loan, a sum of money not oxco.3ding In tho 
wholo tho sum of §150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at the rate of 1 8(i 2-3 dollars to the one 
pound sterling), and to cause all sums so raised 
or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
the Treasnrer ot the said Corporation, for the 
purpose and with tbe object hereinbefero re- 
cited. 

Sec 2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be mado, 
executed and issued for such sums as may bo 
requi'cd. not oxccoding, howovor, tho sum of 
§150,(XXI, either in currency (or sterling money 
at tho rate of l.8l> 2-3 dollars to tho ono pound 

torling) as may be required, oaoh of tro aaid 
debentures being of tho amount of ?1,000 or its 

terlirg equivalent at tho rate aforodaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with tho 
seal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. The said debentures shall bear date 

tho Ist day of October, 1891, and shall bo made 
payable in fifty years from tho said date at 
such place, either in Great Britain, tho United 
States ot America, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
interest, and tho signatures to the Interest 
coupons may bo cither written, stamped, 
printed or llthographod, 

Soo. 4. The said dobontures shall boar In* 
torest at tho rato of IJ per cent, per annum 
from tho date thereof, which intorest shall be 
payable half yearly, at such place, either In 
Qroat Britain, tho United Status ot Amorica, 
or tbe Dominion of Canada, as may be ex- 
pressed in tbe debentures and coupons. ' 

Soo. 5, It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cau^o the said debentures and tho intorest 
coupons, either or both, to bo made payable at 
such place, either in Great Britain, the United 
StatcK of Amorica. or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo desired. ' 

See. 6'. Vat the, purpose of raising annually a 
certain speolflo sum for the payment of tho in- 
terest on the said debentures during their cur- 
rency, there sliaU'be raised annually the sum 
of $8,750, and for the purpose of raising annu- 
ally a certain speclflc sum for the payment ot 
the debt uL maturity, there shall be raised an- 
nually tho sum of $985. 

Sec 7. The said annual sums In the next pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned shall be raised 
and levied in each year by a rate sufflclont 
therefor on all the ratable land or Improvo- 
ment8orre.ll property in' the Municipality of 
tho said Corporation ot the City of Victoria 
during the continuance of the said debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. It shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from tlmo to tlmo to pur- 
chase any of the said dobontures, and such de- 
bentures shall be so expressed as to onlitlo tho 
said Council to redeem and purchase the samo 
on paying the amount thereof and the Interest 
due Uieron at the date ot such purchase to tho 
holder or holders thereof, at any time after 
twenty-live years from tho date of issuance of 
tho sal i debontuiea. 

Sec. 9. This by-law shall, before tho final 
passage thereof, reosive the assent ot the elec- 
tors of the said Corporation in the manner pro- 
vided tor by tbe Municipal Act, 1892, and amend- 
ments thereto, and shall take efftct on the 1st 
day ot October, 1891. 

Sec. 10. This by-law may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as tho " Water Woiks Loan By law, 1891."

THE SBMiING SBASON. 



Opinions of Captain Cox as to the 
Worklntr-of the Begulations 
This Year. 



Suggested Changes iu Their Provls- 
lous— White Hunters and the 
Use of Spears. 

Captain J. G. Cox on being asked yester 
day for bis opinion us to the working of the 
new sealing regulations during the past 
season remarked iih&fe it waa yet rather too 
early to form an'jr' definite obnolusion. Thia 
year, he said, the sealers has experienced 
unusually favorable weather in Bebring sea 
during August, when practically all the 
catches were made. This, together with 
tho faob that only some fifteen vessels en 
tered Bebring aea, made the catohea there 
extraordinarily large, whereas some forty 
odd veaaela confined their operations to the 
Japmeao and Copper island coasts. 

The Captain thought, however, that the 
sealere would find it more satisfactory and 
tho eeala would boqaiteas well protected if 
the Bcason were not, as under the present 
rcgulutiona, cut in two. Now, tho coaat 
aoaling ia ended on the first of May, whilo 
entry to Bebring oea is not ollowed until 
Auguat 1. Conacquently during the early 
springtime Ilia breeding seals are somewhat 
Interfered with by the coast oporationa aa 
they make their way north toward tho 
rookerica. 

The breeding seals have all entered tho 
aea aa a rule before the lat of Juno, and in 
oouaetjuence if tho coaat aeaaon did not begin 
until the lat of May and was continued un- 
til the end of September tho achoon- 
era would not have an oxponaivo break 
in tho middle of their cruiae as un- 
der the present rcguUtiona. Say for 
example that the sealers could clear from 
Victoria on the 15 h of April, and then 
make their way south, so as to be ready to 
start their oporationa along the coast on tho 
lat of May. The female aeala by that 
time would be well ahead of the aobooners, 
and would enter the aea well in advanoe'of 
the fleet. 

The schooners working their way along 
the coast would enter the sea somewhere 
about the early part of June ; they would 
then have fair Weather a8 a rule to oontinue 
their oporationa Qntll the end of September, 
aud at the aairie time tbey wonid not inter- 
fere with the female aeala,; who wonld', by 
that time bo aafe within the 'protected z'ine 
of the rookerica. 

However full particulars of the catches 
made during the season and where tho seals 
were oip'ured, will, by the direo'.ion of the 
government, lie sent back to Ootawa, and 
thia togetlier with the data gathered by the 
experts font out by both governmenta during 
the year will be carefully Considered. Poeai- 
biy this may result in a change of the regu- 
hliouB, bat of oonrae nothing definite Qonld 
bo said yet upon tbia pbint,^ . - 

The use of the spii&r in c itching soul ia, as 
haa been previously niantioned, growing in 
popularity among the white huutera. As 
ono of them remarked, the Indians uro ex 
pert with thia weapon while thowhitea have 
to become accustomed to ita use. Ic ia held 
that already aevorai are ((uito as akilful in 
ita use aa are tho Indiana, and upon tho 
wholo the api'nr ia adnii1,tod to bo aa good a 
weapon, aa it iloea not frighten the acal, and 
tho ubaecco nf noiao ia a groat advantage. 
Tho catches niadn by tlie aohooners this yojir 
ahow that tho white hunters havo no oauae 
to complain, tho more ao aa fewer seals arc 
wounded aud lost than by ahooting. 

All but throe of tho sealing fleet of Ihia 
year are now homo, and ono of theae, the W. 
P. Hall, will winter in Japanoae waters. 
The schooners San Jose ond Saucy Laea ar- 
rived yeatorday, after a long and dreary de- 
lay in the Straita ocoaaioned by calms. 
Neither vosniil reports any news other than 
their cdtchoa taken in tho f^oa. Tho Saucy 
Lasa has 8.'M skins, while the San Jose haa 
that number increased by 30 Thia la the 
firat year for the Sau^ Lisa to go out, ahe 
being a new vesael. Her trip, however, de- 
monstrated to her owner'a aatisfaotion the 
craft's exoellent (laalitiaa. 'A company 
leased the veaael for the aeaaon, and they 
wore agreeably anrpriaed on learning of 
tho eohooner'a good luok, they having pre- 
viouaiy heard to the contrary.

INDIANS GROW TROUBLESOME. 

In Attempting to Itescue a Prisoner, Ono of 
a Party of Btotons SlwaaheB Is 
Seriously 'Wounded. 

Tho inoroaiiog number of Indians now 
on tho Songoea rcaetvation havo been giving 
the police plenty of work during tho past few 
wceka, but until last night they did not dis- 
play any particular uglinessanoh aa has made 
night duty on the bridge and beyond rather 
too dangerous to bo pleasant ic former 
yeors. The trouble last night commenced 
with the arrest of aSiwash who had a bottle 
in his possession. Sergt. Lsvin and OfKcer 
Redgrave wore the arreatlog 'o£Soers, and 
the prisoner waa taken With difiBoalty from 
a company of abont twenty of hia tribesmen, 
all of whom were more' or leaa nnder the in- 
fluence of drink, and ibolloed'tb be quarrel- 
some as they felt themaelvea leonre on their 
own ground and reinfbroements for the 
police beyond call. 

The police had got their man aome fifty 
yards on the way to the atation when thoy 
were attacked by about a dczan, who sprang 
upon them simultaneously. The officers 
were thrown down and were being very 
roughly handled, the Indian nature having 
been thoroughly aroused, when Sergeant 
Levin, to defend himself from a knife iu tho 
hand of the biggest and moat aggtessivo of 
the parly, drew his revolver. He was in the 
grasp ot three Indians at the time, and an- 
other was reported to be oimlng with a 
tifl"). Ho diaoharged tho revolver, he aaya, 
toward the ground with tho intention only 
of terrifying tho natives, but under the cir- 
cumstances could not control the weapon 
as ha otherwise would, and the bullet found 
a lodging place in the leg of one of the In- 
dians at very close quarters. 

For a moment the Indiana stood clear, and 
Bomo hurried away with the aBserted inten- 
tion of Beouring tirearms ; the two ofiicers 
thereupon took advantage of the opportunity 
to run. 

Liter In the evening, a little after mid- 
night, Sergeant Hawton with a poaae of eight 
viaited the reservation aud removed 
tho Wounded man to tho hospi- 
tal, ofterwarda making a cloao search 
for tho knifo-wielder who alone could bo 
poaitivcly identitied. At; <\ lute hour ho 
had not yet boon apprehended, though tho 
Bcarch alili ooutiuued aa the Colonist went 
to preas, and by that time two klootchmcn 
had bt'en Hrrostcd. lio^h oilicors were badly 
uaed iu tho n.olee, but Imd nevortheloaa a for- 
tunate CBoapo from more oerioua injury. Tho 
wounded Indian waa atruck at ao oloae 
range that it ia feared tho bono ia ahattored 

Tho oliicial boton of the special Siwash 
policeman recently appointed was much in 
evidence during the melee, and it was being 
uaed, on behalf of tho angry braves, against 
, tho city oonatabiea.
